Capt. S. J. Mathewson, Sci. '15; Lieut. W. H. Morris, Sci. '15; Lieut. F. C. Badgley, Sci. 
'16; Lieut. R. Lee P. Strathy, Sci. '14; Lieut. R. O. McMurtry, Arts '05, Law '08; 
and Lieut. Allan Oliver, Arts '15, are Honoured by the Military Authorities— Two 
are Former Members of the Editorial Staff of McGill Daily— Lieut. Morris Won 
Comm.ssion on the Field with the Princess Pats. 



Six former McGill men are among 
the recipients of .Military Crosses, lilt, 
list of whom was announced lust 
nlKht by tlio War Office at London. 
They are Lieut. P. C. Kadt'ley, Set. 
'16, Cunadian Artillery; Lieut. Allan 
Oliver, Arts "in. Canadian Artl lery; 
Lieut. W. H. Morris, Sci. 'IB, Prin- 
cess Patrick's Canadian Light Infan- 
try; Lieut. It. O. McMurtry, Arts '06, 
Law '08, Ctvtadlan Artillery; Lieut. It. 
L. P. Strathy, Sci. '14, and Capt. S. 
J. Mathewson, Sci. '15, 42nd Canadian 
Battalion. News of the nwurd of the 
Military Cross to Capt. Mathewson 
and to Lieuts. McMurtry and Morris 
preceded the offficlal announcement. 

Lieut. Badgley is a son of C. W. 
Badgley, of the Emigration Branch of 
the Department of the Interior, Ot- 
tawa. He had completed two yeurs 
In the University when he enlisted 
on the outbreak of war with the 2nd 
Battery of the First Canadian Artil- 
ery Brigade at Ottawa, as a gunner. 
Previously lie had served as a gun- 
ner in the 23rd Field Battery of Mili- 
tia. After some time on the front In 
the rnnlss of the First Artillery Bri- 
gade, Lieut. Badgley was promoted, 
and became attached to the Ammuni- 
tion Column of the Brigade. At col- 
lege die wus known as a member of 
class athletic teams, and as a mem- 
ber of tho editorial staff of McGill 
Daily. He rowed for the Ottawa 
eight-oared crew on the Thames In 
January, 191», when he waH training 
at Salisbury. 

Lieut. Allan Oliver is another for- 
mer member of the editorial staff of 
McGill Dally, who has been honoured 
for distinguished service at the front. 
After completing ills course in Arts, 
Lieut. Oliver enlisted in one of the 
batteries of artillery formed In East- 
ern Ontario, In the summer of 1915, 
and rapidly went overseas. He was 
slightly wounded last spring. Lieut. 
Oliver was an honours student In Eco- 
nomics In his senfor years In tho 
Faculty of Arts, and was president of 
the Economics Club. Ho was editor- 
in-chief of McGill Dally for a short 
time In the fall of lf)13, having been 
previously connected with the news- 
paper as a sporting writer. Lieut. 
Oliver played class hockey and foot- 
ball, and like Lieut. Badgley, is a 
graduate of the Ottawa Collegiate In- 
stitute. Ho is a son of Hon. Frank 
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LIEUT. PENNOCK DOES 
NOT MENTION THAT HE 
HAS WON THE CROSS. 
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Information from Ottawa is 
to the effect that a letter has 
been received from Lieut. Wil- 
liam B. Pennock, Sci. '15, serv- 
ing with the Canadian Engin- 
eers, and reported to have 
been recommended for the 
Victoria Cross, In which ho 
makes no mention of such an 
occurrence. He says that he has 
been through some heavy fight- 
ing, and Is now on a few days' 
leave. The report which was 
published exclusively in McGill 
Dally on Tuesday on Informa- 
tion received from a corres- 
pondent In England, Is borne 
out by tho fact thnt a letter 
bus been received In Ottawa 
from Lieut. Bruce Ross, past 
student, serving on the front 
with the Engineers,' mention- 
ing the same report. 



Oliver, M.P. 

Lieut. W. H. Morris is also a pro- 
duct of the Ottawa Collegiate Insti- 
tute, where he played quarterback on 
tho school football team. At McGill 
he was president of his class, and 
played on the defence of the senior 
hockey team In Lhe City League. He 
enlisted In the . First Universities 
Company of the P. P. C.L.I, as a pri- 
vate, rapidly rose to the rank of ser- 
geant, nnd served with this rnnk for 
some months on the front with the 
"I'nts." Last summer ho was pro- 
moted for good work. A comrade in 
the "Pnts." in a letter home, states 
that Lieut. Morris deserved the Vic- 
toria Cross for his gallantrv the nt- 
tack of the Pats, on the Somme front 
on September 15. He is a son of Capt. 
W. D. Morris, ex-Mayor of Ottawa, 
and now transport officer of the 235th 
Forestry Battalion, now stationed at 
Brockville, Ont. 

Lieut. R; O. McMurtry is serving 
with Major Cape's Battery of Siege 
Artillery on the Somme front. He 
has been awarded tho Cross for dis- 



tinguished conduct as an officer In 
charge of observation duties. Lieut. 
McMurtry is serving with a unit 
which has made a splendid name for 
itself in the recent fighting in the 
Somme theatre of operations. Lieut. 
McMurtry was n member of the Mc- 
Gill Contingent, Canadian Officers' 
Training Corps, when he took out n 
commission In the battery to which 
he has since been attached , He was 
a member of the legal firm of Brown, 
.Montgomery and McMlchael, In the 
city, and resided at 29 Tower Avenue. 

Lieut. McMurtry comes of a mili- 
tary family, several members of which 
nre on active service. Recent ad- 
vices tell of the continued good work 
of the 107th Battery, It being stated 
that It Is now so busy that the battery 
Is working in the open and pounding 
away at the German trenches. 

Capt. Sam Mathewson has seen con- 
siderable service, with the 42nd, and 
In the attack on Courcelette, was 
slightly wounded by a bullet, which 
grazed his face. He, however, re- 
vised s to leave his unit. Capt. J. Ar- 
thur Mathewson, who was president 
of the Students' Council in 1914-15, 
was wounded during the battle of the 
Somme on September 15, being lift In 
the back by shrapnel. A third brother, 
Lieut, Kenneth Mathewson, Arts '17, 
of the Royal Flying Corps, has been 
missing since August 3, when he -was 
shot down In a fight with a Foklter. 
the American diplomatie service, but 
without revealing any trace of his 
whereabouts. 

The three Mathewson brothers, at 
that ■ time officers in the 5th Royal 
Highlanders of Canada, enlisted In the 
commissioned ranks of the 42nd Bat- 
talion, when that corps wns formed by 
the 5th R.H.C. In the summer of 1915. 

Lieut. U. Lee P. Strathy wns a prom- 
inent member of the C. O. T. C. when 
ho enlist 'f nt the close of the spring 
training enmp nt Niagara on the Lake 
In 1915 In a battery of artillery being 
formed in the Montrenl area. He was 
wounded on' September 16. Lieut. 
Strnthy's home Is In Montreal, and he 
Is the son of the late Colonel J. Alec 
Strathy. Ills mother and sister are 
ont'nrred In working for wounded sol- 
diers. Lieut. Strnthy wns twelve 
months on the front before being 
wounded, At McGill ho was promin- 
ent in the skl-lng club.

Gillmor was well known as a hockey player at the University, and was a member of the 
second hockey team in 1913-14. He also was captain of the second football team. He is a brother 
of Capt. Dan Gillmor, Arts '11, Law '13, now with the 148th Battalion in England.

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THE CANADIAN CLUB'S REGENERATION. 

The excellent reception accorded Sir Herbert Tree when he ap- 
peared before the nine hundred odd people gathered in the Union 
yesterday will certainly give a much needed impetus to activities of 
this nature around McGilL There have always been a few students 
who took an active interest in matters literary, but the vast major- 
ity did not seem to think it worth their while to bother about them. 
Whether this was true or not it is impossible to say, but there does 
not seem to be any reason whatever for the existence of such a spirit 
hereafter. The friends of the University, and the students as well, 
turned out in praiseworthy numbers to hear the great actor-knight, 
and from the remarks which have been made since, were amply re- 
paid for the time spent there. It goes to show that The Canadian 
Club ie not a dead institution here at McGill, and that it only needs a 
little work on the part of the executive in the way of getting promin- 
ent men here to make this season one of the most successful in the 
history of the club. It should not be a very difficult thing to do this 
in view of the fact that politics are "looking up," with the result 
that many men prominent in Canadian affairs will be in the city de- 
livering speeches to the various elubs. Most, if not all of such men 
would be only too glad to come and speak before the student body. 
It means for the speakers that they will be getting in close touch 
with the men who will be stepping into public life when they leave 
college. It will mean for the students that they will be given an op- 
portunity of forming opinions of the men who are influencing pub- 
lic thought in the country one way or the other. McGill Daily hopes 
that the commendable meeting of yesterday will he but a forerunner 
of many more of a similar high standard. 



THE PROPOSED BATTERY. 

The rumor of another McGill Battery which gained a certain 
amount of credence among the students of the University a short 
while ago, has not been allowed to drop. The interview with Sir 
Stopford Umnton, which appears in another column of the Daily, 
shows that those with whom the organization of such a Unit rests 
have not. been idle, and are doing all in their power to make it a 
reality. Every man who can enlist will do so in some unit or other, 
and the advantage of having all, or a great portion of the men from 
one college, men who have been living in the same University com- 
munity, together, in the fighting zone is a great advantage, and one 
of which the men will be only too glad to take advantage. The Bat- 
. tery affords an opportunity for men who have been following , a 
course of training in a University of putting that training to the test 
of actual practice, and to place the technical knowledge which they 
have acquired at the service of their country. As Sir Stopford said, 
it is infinitely harder for those in charge of training a Battery to 
turn out an efficient Unit if the material from which they have to 
pick is taken from the ordinary man iu the street, The work of the 
Artillery lends itself particularly to the University-trained man, and 
more than that, to the man who takes any of the courses taught in 
college. This does not, seem fo be generally known, as many say, 
"Oh, that is only for the Science fellows." This is a wrong impres- 
sion, and one which should be corrected at once. According to the 
proposed scheme, an artillery course will be given ill connection with 
the C. O. T. C, and we are assured that it will not entail any extra 
work, from that recpuired at present, by those who would take the 
course. In other words, the present hours of drill would be quite 
sufficient to include both Artillery work and the drill required by 
the University authorities. 



My Dear I'hryne. — I am afraid that 
you ure a very illogical person.

Then again, look at what took place 
in Europe not so long ago. Had the 
Socialists been truly religious men- 
had each man said to himself, "I must 
do what is right, no matter what my 
neighbours say," — this great European 
War never would have begun. But 
they, being a more or leas irreligious 
crowd, thought their highest duty watt 
loyalty to their party. And so, when 
the time for action came, they were 
like a lot of helpless children. Dr. 
Holmes tells a story of how the peo- 
ple of the earth once resolved to shout 
"Boo!" on a certain day, so that they 
might be heard In the mon. When 
the day arrived the world was silent 
us the grave; everybody km waiting 
to hear the noise. This was exactly 
the way the Socialists behaved: every- 
one waited for someone to act. 

Think of what this organization, 
probably the largest In the world's 
history, might have done, if it had 
been splrltuullstic instead of material- 
istic! Think of what the primitive 
Christians, who were only a handful 
of men, accomplished! Socialism may 
take the pluce of a religion in SOME 
minds, but it is a mighty poor sub- 
stitute as far as the musses are con- 
cerned. 

In our day, when pleasure is the 
only good and money the only god, 
people say that religion is a relic of 
barbarism, Yet people will and must 
have a religion. And if women ac- 
quire all the rights of men, a religious 
wave will pass over the civilized 
world; for women, as you know, are 
far more religious than men. Relig- 
ion, therefore, is NOT an antiquated 
thing, and never will be.

In 
addition to this Hum, the university it- 
self will raise five million dollars, and 
will give the site, valued at half a mil- 
lion, for the school. 

Four hundred carefully selected stu- 
dents will make up the first class, 
which, it Is expected, will begin work 
in the fall of 1318. The faculty will 
bi comprised of the foremost medical 
authorities In the country.

PROPOSED iCILL SIEGE BftTTERY 



In Interview, Tells of How He Will Set About Organization of Overseas Battery of 
Artillery, Provided Sanction of Military Committee is Obtained — Work Would be 
Taken in Artillery Course in Conjunction with the C. 0. T. C— Trips to Munitions 
Plants and Lectures on the Subject to Form Part of the Curriculum of the Course.

In an Interview given to McGill 
I>ally last nigllt, Cupt. Sir Stopford 
Bruntnn gave a very clear outline of 
the proposed manner of formation of 
the McGill Overseas Battery. The 
matter was to have come before the 
Military Committee, but owing to the 
absence of Sir William Peterson, the 
meet ing tins been postponed, und no 
definite Information can be given as 
yet. By next week, at the latest. In- 
formation of a definite character can 
be given. Capt. Simpson hopes to 
have the meeting held Monday, as 
the sooner a decision can be reached 
and work started, the better It will 
be. for the time Is limited. 

Capt. Krunton has been untiring In 
his efforts to raise a battery, and has 
the manner of procedure very clear- 
ly outlined. This battery Is to be 
formed from McOlll students mostly. 
It would be Impossible to form the 
whole battery of only McGill students, 
as It Is doubtful If enough men could 
be raised from among the student 
body. The total number required for 
a battery Is roughly ISO men. Of this 
number there must be at least 30 ar- 
tificers. This last Includes experien- 
ced and practically trained men, such 
as wheelwrights, etc. None of these 
men are to be found among the stu- 
dents, and therefore must be drawn 
from the outside. There remains now 
roughly 1 52 men who must be highly 
trained, The student body at McGill 
•his year is very small, compared with 
! other years, and from this number 
j must be eliminated those who are 
I aliens and do not care to enlist, also 
the men who are medically unfit. Of 
I *ho remaining men It Is certain that 
I ill would not qualify for the hattery; 
po it Is easily seen that It is doubtful 
If the total number required could be 
ill McGill students. The plan pro- 
posed, to supply the rest of the com- 
plement, is to take friends of the stu- 



dents. There are many men about 
the city who would enlist In a McGill 
Battery, but would not enlist In other 
companies, for facing the matter 
straight in the face, there are batter- 
ies and batteries, and battalions and 
battalions. Thlst then, would be 
practically a complete McGill Battery, 
and at least the nucleus which, Is the 
most Important part of all, would be 
McGill men entirely. 

The value of such a battery as this 
would be easily Been. The need of 
batteries at the front is very great, 
not that there is a lack of butteries, 
but the more artillery there Is the 
more the Infantry Is saved. If our 
artillery can fire 11 or 15 shells for 
10 of the Germans, then a bombard- 
ment would stop, and when the time 
for advance came, we could more ef- 
fectively prepare the way. This last 
phase of the work Is the one in which 
our battery would excell. The ma- 
jority of the gunners would bo col- 
lege-trained men, men that have been 
trained to think; whose brains are 
most susceptive to impression. These 
are the kind of men that make excel- 
lent gunners. The man from the 
street could not make such a gunner, 
nud it Is no fault of his. His mind 
was never trained as a college man. 
The students, then, said Capt. Brun- 
ton, certainly should turn out and form 
a crack battery. 

As to the method of procedure in 
the formation of the battery, Capt. 
Brunton said that the regular C. O. 
T. C. drills would be as usual, only 
some of the hours would be changed. 
The men would bo drilled as at pres- 
ent, part of the time, nnd then given 
the special artillery training. The 
hours would be no longer than at pres- 
ent, except that they would be chnng- 
od slightly. The real artillery work 
could not commence until after the 
men had become thoroughly efficient 



in squad drill. This is the fundamen- 
tal part of all the training. Doubt- 
less, squad drill Is unpleasant, and a 
hard, wearisome task, but until a 
group of fellows learn to act as u 
unit, they are useless In artillery 
work. Now, of the C. O. T. C. only 
the best men could be taken for the 
battery. This, of course, would mean 
the co-operation of every officer, as 
1: would be no easy tusk to decide 
upon the most efficient men. As the 
remaining men became more efficient 
they would be drafted In order until 
the full complement had been reach- 
ed. When tho battery Is formed, they 
would drill with the C. O. T. C. as 
a unit, and any attendance at artil- 
lery drill would be counted as an at- 
tendance at the C. O. T. C. Lec- 
tures on munitions and things con- 
nected with artillery practice would 
be held from time to time, but all 
within the present length of time. 
Trips would be made to the munition 
factories also, to get an Insight into 
the manufacture of the projectiles, and 
arouse Interest In the subject. Nothing 
In nil this would be done towards go- 
ing overseas until the close of the 
University In the spring. Most men 
who have come to tho college for the 
first time come with the Intention of 
finishing the year, and by the ar- 
rangements no man would leave with- 
out finishing, and seniors could take 
their degrees. Thus the battery would 
In no manner change the present con- 
ditions, and still at the end of the 
session a crack artillery unit would 
be ready to be turned out. It might 
be said that the parent of this bat- 
tery would always be the C. O. T. C, 
ami even though It was called by a 
different name at the front, would not 
niter its standing. Although Major 
Talt's buttery Is called the 271st. It is 
still the McGill Buttery, and consid- 
ered as a unit.

1 Sir Herbert Tree yesterday afternoon ' 
' when he spoke in the Union before 
I the Canadian Club of McGill. All the 
chairs were occupied und even stand- 
i Inn room was hard to secure. In In- 
! troduclng the speaker, D. C. Hyde, 
I president of the Literary and Debut- 
ing Society, expressed litu pleasure at 
the large attendance und feeling thut 
it was unnecessary to deal with 
I either tho personality or ability of tho 
; eminent actor, allowed Sir Herbert to 
take the platform. 

it is almost impossible to do Justice 
to the remarkable speech which was 
delivered on account of the fuel that 
every word was worth while listen- 
ing to and repeating for those who 
did not have the opportunity of hear- 
ing the able talk on "Humour In 
Tragedy," Thoso who thought that 
It was going to be a "heavy" subject 
were pleasantly disappointed, for hu- 
mour was much more to the fore than 
was tragedy. 

Pointing out the difference between, 
or rather contrasting wit and humour, 
the speaker declared that the humour- 
man is the happy man; the really 
happy man because humour Is lasting 
and not a mere transitory state ub Is 
wit; wit comes in flashes, humour in 
a steady beam. The wit is unhappy 
because no one wishes to take him 
seriously. If all the world had a true 
sense of humour there would never 
be any war, and It would be taking 
It all around, a much better place. 
The remarkable good feeling which 
existed between the opposing troops 
In the trenches the first Christina* of 
the present war, the speaker attri-

buted to the sense of humour which 
the soldiers possessed, and he went 
on to say that if that state hud been 
allowed to go on the wur would have 
soon ceased. In London even to-day, 
when things arc supposed to look at 
least sedate, one Is Impressed by the 
remarkable good feeling and happi- 
ness which exists. The theatres are 
all open and playing to crowded 
houses, the variety and comedy ones 
being the best patronized. This is 
the keynote to the victories of the 
British, and It Is the keynote to the 
disasters of the Germans. Lack of a 
sense of humour In the Kaiser was 
the cuuse of this war, said Sir Her- 
bert, and after the conflict wns over 
he advocated that in Trafalgar Square 
there should be placed many und 
various monuments to remind us of 
this. As a crown or centrepiece, he 
suggested that a huge statue of the 
Kaiser be erected on a high pedestal 
of Hate us a solemn warning to fu- 
ture generations. 

Coming back from talk of the war 
tho humou* of Shakespeare was dealt 
with, and a remarkable comparison 
of the difference between Shakespeare 
the creator nnd Napoleon the destroy- 
er, wua drawn; going farther the 
points of resemblance of the Kaiser 
to Napoleon was forcefully brought 
out, and the truth of the statement 
that lack of humour Is the cause of 
wur was driven home. A recitation 
of the battle scene from Hamlet, and 
one of Falstaffs speeches were given, 
both of which were much appreciat- 



ed. The idea of this was to show that 
tho personality of Shakespeare pre* 
dominated all his plays, and that it is 
an easy mutter to recognize both of 
these passages as children of the 
snniu brain. He related un anecdote 
which Illustrated this to perfection. It 
seems that he was asked to allow a 
phonograph record of these two pus- 
sages, and It very neurly happened 
that he spoke the pussuge from Ham- 
let to the voice of Falstaff, and vice 
versa. 

Switching back ugaln to the wur, 
Sir Herbert declared this to be a holy 
war; a war which, if won by Ger- 
many, would mean the world under 
the rule of tyranny. The greatest 
tragedy of the war would have been 
the non-partictpatlon of the British In 
the struggle. After this war there 
will be another war; a war which 
Will be one of peace. In bringing his 
talk to a close he spoke highly of 
Britain's humane and sane treatment 
of races and peoples which she hud 
conquered; citing In support of this 
the fact that nil the colonies rallied 
to the assistance of the mother coun- 
try when she needed them. 

Sir Herbert's speech was punctuat- 
ed by numerous witty, or in view of 
the speaker's definition of this word, 
one should say "humourous" remarks 
and side remarks, which were cer- 
tainly appreciated by those present, 
and which ndded, if It were possible, 
much to the enjoyment of the meet- 
ing. 

Before the meeting commenced a 
number of students who were prom- 
inent In college activities, had the op- 
portunity of meeting the student.

COLLEGE TRAINING FOR POLICE- 
MEN. 

Washington Times — Establishment 
of a course for policemen at Harvard 
has led to the recommendation that 
the Washington schools provide such a 
course for Washington bluecoatB In 
the evening schools. The Idea Is 
worth considering. The work of police- 
men Is rapidly becoming specialized, 
and such tasks as that of a crossing 
policeman require special training and 
practice. Cities are placing a higher 
value upon the personnel of their police 
forces, and they expect much more 
from the policemen than detection of 
crime. Newton D. Baker, when Mayor 
of Cleveland, did much to bring about 
a realization of this broader activity 
of the police force, and Police Com- 
missioner Woods in New York has de- 
veloped the Idea of training policemen 
for their broader and more compli- 
cated duties. The way to getting 
more effective police work Is to pro- 
vide systematic teaching.

George F. Kay, professor of geo- 
logy, and Iowa State geologist, and 
Prof. Bobumll Shlmek, head of the 
department of botany, are on a tour 
of Kansas and Nebraska, and eastern 
cities, to study kindred buildings, to 
secure up-to-date information as to 
methods, equipment, architecture, etc., 
preparatory to submitting plans to the 
architects, State Board of Education, 
and the Iowa Legislature.

CEDAR RAPIDS MYSTERY. 
(Written Specially for MsGill Daily.) 

At Cedars Rapide there is a big 
hydro-electric power plunt which de- 
velops 100,000 horse power. 80.000 of 
t!ils, at llo.ooO volts, and 60 cycles 
goes to Masscna, X.Y., and 20,000 at 
litî.ouii volte and 63 cycles comes In to 
Montreal. 

When my chum and I landed in 
' 'cdars the plant was having some 
severe line troubles. The trouble took 
the form of flash-overs at the insu- 
lators, and arcing at the horn gaps, 
and the disturbances were so strong 
that the entire staff of experts were 
slvlng tiielr undivided attention to the 
problem. 

The principle features that drew at- 
tention were, that the disturbances 
were on the Massena line only, and 
they always occurred between mid- 
night and 4 aim. Obviously this was 
the. work of some German spy. The 
Home Uuard were called out to patrol 
the grounds, and the Motor Boat Pa- 
trol to look after the Canal. But all 
to no avail.. 

After a while It occurred to one of 
the staff that the spy must be In New 
York State, and he couldn't get across 
:he line; that would account for the 
Montreal line being free from any dis- 
turbance. This, however, was of 
minor importance, for since the line 
was earning 110,000 volts continu- 
ously, no one but His Satanic Majes- 
ty himself could make a direct con- 
nection and get away with It. This 
possibly was immediately ruled out for 
the party in question Is definitely 
known to be In Europe at the present 
time directing the forces opposing tho 
Allies. 

The only possibility left was that 
some form of wireless waves were 
being employed. Working on this hy- 
pothesis an expert with a new and 
Improved form of osclllogruph was ob- 
tained from Government Headquar- 
ters. Oscillograms of the surges were 
taken for several nights in succes- 
shfn. and the results blue printed. 

The surges on Massena consisted of 
three heavy rushes of current in 
quick succession at the fundamental 
frequency, followed In about five sec- 
onds by slight disturbances in the 
higher harmonics. This combined 
disturbance was repeated at five min- 
ute intervals, and varied considerably 
In Intensity, though always of the 
same general form. Moreover, the os- 
cillograph showed there were high 
frequency disturbances on Montreal at 
the same time the; effect was most 
marked on Massena. These, however, 
were not noticeable in general opera- 
tion. 

These 'grams were carefully stud- 
ied, and all possible data was com- 
piled. But the problem baffled the 
keenest minds. Everyone's nerves 
were keyed to the breaking point — 
haggard expressions were the order of 
the day, and even the genial and ef- 
fervescent superintendent was show- 
ing a marked change In his usual sun- 
ny disposition. Something hud to 
happen or the men's nerves would 
break down. 

It happened on the fifth day after 
the expert came. He had given up 
taking 'grains, for they were all the 
same, and on the fifth night he took 
his oscillograph to the clubhouse and 
set It on a table In a spare room. Im- 
agine his surprise and consternation 
the following morning, when he found 
that the mechanism had been left 
running and a complete set of 'grams 
were recorded on the automatic re- 
corder. This was a most baffling sit- 
uation for here the Instrument was 
completely Isolated from the circuit, 
and still it hud recorded perfectly all 
the Une surges. In fact, they were 
more pronounced than when the In- 
strument was connected to the sys- 
tem. 

Everyone was at n complete loss, 
and no explanation whatever was put 
forward. That night the Instrument 
was again set up In the room, and an 
armed guard was pro'dded. , 

Shortly after midnight the watch- 
ers heard a low humming Bound. The 
suf hod commenced operations. As 
the sounds Increased In Intensity it 
sounded like a knotty spruce board 
going through a planer, followed by 
a shrill hum as the planer speeded up 
after the cut. 

This sound continued periodically 
for upwards of an hour. Everyone 
was seared to move— faces were pule 
and drawn into rigid lines and eyes 
were bulging out like golf halls. 

At lost the silence was broken by 
a hnrsh grating laugh — someone's 
nerves had failed. But, no, the amuse- 
ment was so genuine, a nervous wreck 
would hardly double up across the 
foot of a bed and laugh like that. The 
peculiar noise ceased — there was a 
creak as of a bedsprlng In distress, 
and a booming hass voice Inquired In 
rather peeved tones, "What the !" 

And then we fell for it! There was 
a big Pennsylvania Dutchmun boss- 
ing a construction gang on the day 
shift, and bunking In the club house 
nights. Along about midnight he 
would begin to snore, and as tho 
snores Increased In Intensity and fre- 
quency, they would rome up to syn- 
chronism, and tie In with Massena 
nt 60 cycles. This accounted for the 
time, midnight to 4 a.m., and nlso 
for the surges being on Massena only, 
for when the surges tied In at 60 
cycles, they could not pull tho sys- 
tem up to the Montreal frequency of 
63 cycles. The end of the snore would 
be a shrill wheeze, corresponding to 
high-frequency harmonics, and by In- 
duction affecting both lines. 

As each snore was emitted the In- 
sulators would flash-over or puncture; 
the horn gnps would arc. lines of sta- 
tic electricity would play over the 
switchboard, and Instruments and the 
transmission towers would rock as 
though there was a young earthquake.

DO YOU CATCH COLD? 

Dr. H. B. Ward, head of the de- 
partment of zoology at Illinois, re- 
cently gave the students beginning in 
zoology directions for avoiding colds. 
Last winter there was an epidemic of 
coide In nearly all the large univer- 
sities of the country, and the effi- 
ciency of the lnstutlons was greatly 
impaired. Several of the schools were 
closed for u week prior to the Christ- 
mas vacation, us so many students 
were ill it was Impracticable to hold 
the classes. 

"Colds are not gotten from any 
phase of low temperature," Dr. Ward 
said. "They are due to an infection 
of tho air passages. The bacteria 
which causes this infection Is omni- 
present, and cannot be avoided, but 
conditions can be made such thut the 
bacteria will be resisted. A good 
meusure fur preparedness against colds 
Is deep breathing, and plenty of cool 
fresh air In study and class rooms. 

"The more you coddle yourself, the 
more sure you are to fall a victim to 
what you are attempting to guurd 
against. In general, drafts do not give 
colds, und are better for one than still 
air. Under proper conditions cold air 
can hurt no one," he continued. 
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WAR CONSTRUCTION WORK. 

The energy and putlence with which 
the French authorities, supported by 
the French people, have from the first 
set themselves to prevent the war in- 
terfering, any more than is quite un- 
avoidable, with tho normal develop- 
ment of the country, 1b one of 
the remarkable features of the 
struggle as It affects France. Such 
questions us labor, agriculture, edu- 
cation, art and literature, are all be- 
ing accorded due attention, and, In 
most Instances, greater attention than 
at any time before the war. Like the 
Dutch farmer who sees an opportunity 
to reclaim land and straightway re 
claims it, the French statesman, the 
moment the tide of war recedes from 
French territory, or relief to effort Is 
afforded In any direction, straightway 
makes full use of his opportunity. 

The latest Instance of such alert 
ncss is to be found In tho uppolnlment 
of a committee to deal with the work 
of reconstruction In the devastated 
provinces. On this committee will be 
represented all those administrative 
<lepartments that are Interested In the 
reconstruction work ,and a study of 
M. Brland's statement on the matter 
shows that the basis of the scheme Is 
of a most enWghtened character. The 
great difficulty In all such enterprises, 
carried out as they must be on a large 
scale, Is, of course, to secure that In- 
dividuality of effort which shall make 
the work one of real restoration. The 
effort of the state 1» to be to encour- 
age and support, and, In some cases, 
to Initiate individual schemes, although 
It Is, of course, recognized that in 
many Instances the government will 
have to take the whole matter In 
hand. 

A beginning has already been made 
In certain territories that have suf- 
fered from Invasion. The government 
have taken measures to meet the more 
urgent demanda, but the need Is felt 
for co-ordlnatlon of effort; hence M. 
Brland's committee. In many cases 
villages and towns will have to be 
practically rebuilt from the founda- 
tions, it has not yet been decided, 
apparently, what character this re- 
building should assume, whether an 
effort should be mado to reproduce 
the old buildings, as far as this may 
be possible, or whether some entirely

During the first six months following the staking of the claim, work on it 
must be performed to the extent of at least twenty-five days of eight hours.
